T00 BIG FOR THE POLICE. 


Overwhelming Rush of People 
Against Fence as the Bunch 
of Horses Gets Away. 


A mighty crowd that packed the great 
Rouble deckeé grand stand; another solid 
mass. of humanity banked on the slope of 
lawn between the betting ring and the track; 
acres and acres of gayly decorated equipages 
massed in the infield and burdened with 
gorgeous displays of fashionable dress; the 
clubhouse and lawn parti-clored with shift- 
ing groups of society folk—such was the epec- 
tacle presented by the festivalof the Derby. 

In spite of the lowering aspect of the 

rhing skies all records for Derby day 
attendance went to smash. Seventy thou- 
' sand persons passed through the gates, 5,000 
“in excess of last year's record. The total 
receipts were $125,000. 
' So overwhelming was the gathering of 
humanity that it dwarfed its surroundings 
almost. into insignificance.” Viewed from

RADIUM NOW THE. 


- to Comprehend It Is Al- 
most Impossible. 


TALK BY PROF. CURIE. 


Discoverer’ of the Substance 
Shows Londoners Some of the 
Results of His Study. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

LONDON, June 20,—The world’s foremost 
searchers after the ultimate secrets of the. 
universe have at length committed them- 
selves to the stupendous theory, for some 
time foreshadowed and now apparently sub- 
stantiated by study, of the new substance, 
radium.’ | ; 

Prof. Crookes, the other day in Berlin, and 
Profs. Lodge and Curie, this week in London, 
have proclaimed that it is easy to define 
this great revolution in science in scarcely 
more than a sentence, but to comprehend it 
is almost as far beyond the power of the 
human minds as the idea of eternity or in- 


finite space. 
. The old theory that the atoms of elements 
consist of indivisible units of matter now 
is definitely discarded. Instead, we now are 
told that each atom is a whole stellar system 
of infinitely smaller but absolutely identical 
units, all in a regular orbital motion. 
An atom consists of 700 such units 
or ions. The nature or identity of each sub- 
stance depends upon the number of such 
ions contained in each atom. Thus 11,200 
fons in each atom produces what we know 
as oxygen, 37,200 of the same tons if com- 
bined in a single. atom would yield what 
we regard as good as gold. The nature of 
these ione Is, for want of a better word, eleo- 
trical. In other words, electricity and matter 
are one and the same thing. 


Hinted At by Roentgen Rays. 

This theory has been more or less familiar 
to scientific men for two or three years, but 
it has. been undemonstrable until recently. 
What Roentgen rays suggested now radium 
seems to furnish complete. Prof. Curie’s 
examination of radium and other phenomena 
leads Prof. Lodge and his associates to be- 
lieve that matter is not stable in its atoms, 
as heretofore supposed. Everybody is fa- 
miliar with the disintegration of matter, 
which means a rearrangement or recombina- 
tion of the elements. Thus water may be 
separated into oxygen and hydrogen, but it 
never before was imagined that the atoms 
themselves were capable of disintegration. 

Prof. Lodge suggests this is a notable 
process of nature, yet it is proceeding ata 
rate so slow that it baffles the powers of con- 
ception of the human miind to estimate the 
length of time required: In radium alone 
it proceeds so rapidly that the phenomena 
is easily observed. 


Prof. Curie’s Experiments. _ 
Prof. Curie, -the discoverer of radium, tn 


spontaneously and continuously disengaged 
heat so rapidly that it affected photographic 
plates, even through opaque bodies. It dis- 
charged an electroscopé when ‘merely 
brought in its vicinity and gave off emana- 
tions similar to itself in constant, even violent, 
streams or radations. In other words, the 
150,000 ions, which composed each atom 
of radium, rotated so violently that they 
flew apart Into original units. It has been 
calculated, however, that this efflux from 
radium is so infinitely small that a square 
inch of surface would lose only one grain 
in ten thousand million years. Prof. Lodge 
surmises that this process of disintegration 
of atoms may constitute the evolution of the 
chemical elements. 


3 Breakup of Massive Atoms, 
The lecturer announced that within a few 
weeks Prof. Rutherford had observed the 


found that a few atoms of a radioactive sub- 
stance seemed to reach a critical stage, at 
which they filling away small portions of 
themselves with great violence, the residue 
having the same property of unstability for 
some time until ultimately it settles down into 
a presumably different substance. Changes of 
this sort in more stable atoms would seem to 
require millions of millions of centuries—so 
long, in fact, that the longest periods in as- 
tronomical evolutien seem but hours in com- 


parison. 
Law of Changes. 

Prof. ‘Lodge affirms, however, that these 
changes seem bound to occur, according to 
fixed laws. So the state of flux and decay 
‘{s recognized not only in the stars and plan- 
ets but.in the foundation stones of the unl- 
verse. The elemental atoms themselves are 
in process of regeneration. It is impossible 
to imagine what would occur if the separate 
ions ever aggregated themselves together by 
their mutual attractions into fresh material. ; 
The progress of the research may lead to the 
discovery: of the existence of atoms, some 
recently formed and others ancient.

Attitude of the Vatican Likely to In- 
terfere with Such Trip as Was 
Contemplated—Italy’s) King, How- 
ever, May Expect Return Call, and 
‘This Will Complicate the Situation 


‘President and: His Advisers. 


PARIS, June 20:—The officials here are not

When shown the Vienna reports to the

While this probability continues no offi- 
clal decision has been reached, and no an- 
nouhcement has been made as to the time or 
program for M. Loubet’s visit. 


‘Will Expect a Return Visit. 

Sig. Prinetti, who was minister for for- 
eign affairs wheh the visits were first dis- 
cussed and who is now in this city, had an 
hour’s talk with Foreign Minister Delcasse 
yesterday evening. He said afterwards that 
if King Victor Emmanuel came to Paris, 
Italy would expect M. Loubet to go to Rome. 
He added that Italy did not want a repetition 
of the difficulties which arose from the fact 
that Emperor Francis Joseph did not return 
the late King Humbert’s vigit to Vienna. Sig. 
Prinetti added: 

“It Is to be distinctly understood hence- 
forth that each time a king of Italy visits 


that chief of state will return the visit at 
the Italian king’s capital—namely: Rome.” 


Must Go to Italian Capital. _ 
The latter part of this statement eap- 
parently dismisses the reports that M. Lou- 
bet would avoid vatican complications by

Sig. Prinetti’s reference to the emperor 
of Austria’s not returning the visit of King 
Humbert has been fully considered by the 
officials here during the informal] discussions 
of the proposed visit of M. Loubet to Rome, 
as was the similar precedent of the queen 
of Portugal not visiting Rome because of 
possible vatican complications. It was gen- 
erally believed that these precedents did not 
apply to France, as Austria and Portugal 
have hereditary sovereigns who maintain the 
theory of the divine right of kings, the pope 
being considered the temporal instrument 
of this divine right, whereas M. Loubet is a 
democratic ruler, chosen by a people who 
do not hold to the theory of the divine right 
of rulers. 

Although this has been seriously and offi- 
cially discussed it has apparently not 
brought about a solution of the difficulties.

LONDON, June 20.—The Very Rev. Herbert 
Vaughan, cardinal and archbishop of West- 
minster, died at midnight. : 
Cardinal Vaughan was born April 15, 1832. 
He became archbishop of Westminster in 
1892. He had been ill more than three 
months. Late in March it was thought he 
could not survive more than a few days. 
The cardinal, who had been sinking for 
some weeks from heart disease and dropsy, 
died peacefully. His death was not expected 
so soon. Yesterday he was wheeled in a bath 
chair about the corridors of St. Joseph’‘s col- 
On the previous day he appeared in the 
college chapel in full cardinal robes and made 
a farewell address to hts bishops and priests. 
The cardinal had a hobby for collecting 
money for objects he had at heart. , 
Some thirty-seven years ago he went to 
America to collect funds for a missionary col- 
lege. Although the then pope gave him hfs 
blessing, he strongly besought the young 
English priest not to go on whathe thought 
a fruitless errand. However, Father Vaugh- 
an came back with a goodly sum, and with 
characteristic fearlessness wrote to the pope’s 
secretary: “ Tell his holiness that his bless- 
ing was worth more than his prophecy.” 
When he was recalled to England to take 
his place in the archiepiscopal chair, the 
work was already well established, and a lit- 
tle building, which was to grow into the im- 
portant center it has since become, was 
built. Money was badly needed to provide 
the mere necessities of life for the students. 
Otten there was not bread in the house, and 
then Dr. Vaughan, as he then was, would 
make pilgrimage to London in a modest eart 
and humbly beg from door to door. 
It was Cardinal Vaughan who acted as the 
intermediary between the pope and the 


English pilgrims on the occasion of the ad- 


dress made by the duke of Norfolk, in which 
the latter expressed the hope that temporal 
power might be restored to the venerable 
pontiff, an utterance which aroused great 
indignation both in Italy and England. 
Later still than this was the declaration 
issued by Cardinal Vaughan against the anti- 
Catholic oath taken by King Edward on the 
occasion of his accession to the throne. —

WAITERS ATTACK 


TERMS OF PEACE, | 


‘Hotel Employes Who Fail to 


Get Old Positions Blame 
the Officers. 


ONLY BEST FIND WORK. 


Dining Rooms and Cafes Do an 
Immense Business and Man- 
. agers Are Happy. 


Angry denunciations of the peace compact 
by the hotel employés who failed to secure 
work and great crowds in all the hotel cafés 
and restaurants marked the end of the wait- 
ers’ and cooks’ strike yesterday. 

At the hotels the managers were smiling 
and happy, while the waiters had more work 
than they could attend to, with the resultant 
abundance of tips. All the dining rooms 
were brilliantly lighted last night and every 
table filed with guests. At the Annex the 
crowd of diners nearly broke the record for 
the house, while similar large crowds were 
fed at the Wellington, Palmer house, 
other downtown hotels. 

But the idle employés were not happy. 
Crowds of men and women who found 
their places filled when they applied for 
work in the morning, appeared at the union 
headquarters demanding to know what pro- 
vision had been made for them. Indigna- 
tion ran high and a massmeeting of the 
discontented ones was called. 

The members of the joint board tried to 
pacify the crowds by telling them that they 
would be reinstated within ten days. This 
the refected ones refused to believe, saying 
that they had been ‘“jobbed”’ and that 
the members of the joint board had will- 
fully neglected them. 

“The board has played with us,’’ 
claimed one of the porters at the Sherman 
house, who found his place filled, “ for it 
could have made better terms a week ago. 


We joined the union in good faith, it called 


-us out and kept’ us out for ten days, and 

now we aré out of a job with no prospect ot 

getting work.” 
Peace Plans at the Clubs. 

After informing the discontented element 
that they would be given employment as soon 
as possible the members of the joint board 
started out for the Union League and Chi- 
cago Athletic clubs to settle the strikes that 
have crippled the service in those establish- 
ments. These will probably be adjusted 
along the lines that proved satisfactory to 
the hotel and restaurant men. 

Before daylight the striking employés of 
the hotels. appeared ready for work. In the 
majority of cases the cooks and waiters were 
reinstated, but the miscellaneous workers 
were told that their places had been filled. 
Men and women who have been with the 
Sherman and Palmer houses for over fifteen 
years pleaded for reinstatement, but met 
with refusal. 

In spite of the discontent of the unfortunate 
strikers there was a genera! feeling of relief 
sapparent among .the rank and file of the 
“union. Most of them felt that the joint

trouble, as it did, and plans were ussed

this great problem ought to learn a lesson

_ they ‘believed was about to overwhelm them. 


One of the shrewdest comments on the 
educational necessities of the negro was 
written out for me by a woman who has. 
had some bitter experience withmegro serv- 
ants and who thinks she knows something 
about the colored question at first hands. 
“ The negroes,”’ said this female expert, 

“should be taught right from wrong, to 
distinguish moral cleanliness from moral 
filth. They should be taught excellence and 
honesty in service and how to save money. 
Beyond that it will be generations before 
they can digest more, for that curriculum 
is dificult. Just now they have been ruined 
and crazed by having more given them than 
they can possibly assimilate. Besides all 
that, they're no good. Good old Delia be- 
longs to the bygone days, as she said to- 
night: ‘ I am too old to learn new 
tricks now.’ ”’ 


Few Found Idle in Atlanta. 


Casual observation about the streets of 


Atlanta by day and at night, with some walks 
and drives into the country, tend to confirm 
the statement made by Mr. Howell that when 
a sufficiency of the proper kind of work is 
provided for the negro the race question as 
a question disappears. 

Atlanta is a focus of a great industrial and 
commercial revolution, the like of which‘has 
not often been seen, but which is nearly equal 
to the marvelous growth of Chicago. This 
city has grown beyond all belief in the last 
half dozen years; the country round about 
is prosperous; there is plenty of money for 
legitimate commercial operations; cotton is 
enormously high, and the negro is sharing in 
the general prosperity. 

Atlanta is something like 1,200 feet above 
the sea level, and there seems something in 
the air which produces energy and progres- 
siveness. 
on the bound. In Charleston and in Savan- 
nah, on the busiest downtown streets, you 
can see scores and hundreds of idle, ragged, 
and frequently dissolute negroes. I was told 
on the authority of a negro himself that his 


people do not like Atlanta overmuch, but | 


prefer old fashioned southern towns like. 
Charleston and Jacksonville, the latter being, . 
he said, the of -— lasy southern 
negro. 

Lazy Blacks All Drift Away. 

Here in Atlanta there is no excuse for an 
idle negro, and the lazy ones drift away to 
other places where their presence on the 
streets is not a subject ofcomment. The re- 


-gult is that one sees an extraordinarily small 


number of negroes on the streets of Atlanta. 
The negro population is at work as far as 
one can judge, and is correspondingly con- 
tented and peaceable. 

It seems to me that there is a good deal 
in the industrial cure for the negro question, 
and at the same time there are some old 
fashioned and decaying southern cities which 
would be a good deal better off, financially 
and socially, if they could find work for all 
the negroes wha are Willing to work and 
drive-all the others out of the city, as 
Atlanta has done.

BOULEVARD PLAN 


North and South Side Connect- 


ing Link Suggested by“The | 


Tribune” Wins Favor. 


WHAT REALTY MEN SAY. 


Widening of Michigan Avenue, 
- with New Bridge, Would 
Be Great Benefit. 


That the plan as set, forth in Tue Trisone 
for a boulevard connecting the north and 
gouth sides by way of Michigan avenue and 
a short viaduct north of the river is not only 
practical, but would prove of great benefit 
and could be carried out promptly and ata 
Feasonable cost; is the opinion of Mayor 
Harrison and the leading real estate men 
of Chicago. The plan is declared the only sat- 
isfactory solution of the problem that has 
long been a vexing one. 

Men who are familiar with the details of 
the subject agree in the opinion that a sub- 
way or long viaduct would be merely a make- 
shift, entirely unworthy the great character 
of the work, which calls fora broad, 
spacious thoroughfare. It is also the 
belief that dissatisfaction .would be sure 
to result from the building of either. 
The time is now ripe, it is declared, 
for carrying out this most necessary 
work, and it should be done with an eye 
to. permanence, convenience, and the beauti- 
fying of the city. 

It is the belief, too, that its cost, while con- 
siderable, will not impose the. financial bur- 
dens which might seem probable at first 
thought. In reality, it is declared, the sur- 
face bouleyard would be much cheaper than 
a subway. The fact that the work can be 
completed in a comparatively short time 
is another recommendation in its favor. 


Details of the Project. 


The details of the project, which were set 
* forth in an editorial in Tux Tripunz on May 
a1, provide, first, for the condemnation of all 
or part of the land on the east side of Michi- 
fan avenue to Central avenue, between 
Randolph street and the river. It was sug- 
gested that the cost of the property to be 
condemned should as far as possible be paid 
out of the benefits assessed against the prop- 
erty on the opposite side of the avenue. It 
is probable, however, that the assessment 
could be spread on property in a much larger 
area, @xperts in the board of local improve- 
ments giving it as their opinion that the 
‘assessment could be made to extend to 
Twelfth street on the south ahd Chicago 
avenue on the north. It is also suggested 
that Imasmuch as the proposed improve- 
ment is of such a broad public character’the 
tity should assume at least a part of the 
financial burden so that in any event it 
should not bea heavy one. 

The plan. set forth also provides for the 
construction of a bascule bridge east of the 
present Rush street span. It was suggested 
that a boulevard be opened on the north side 
as far as Illinois street and thence east, con- 
necting with the Lincoln park boulevard, but 
probably a simpler, cheaper, and ‘more direct 
way would be to give the bridge a slight 
angle to the east in the direction of Pine 
street. In this case all that would be needed 
to reach the latter street would be the con- 
demnation of a small piece of land at the 
west end of the Goodrich company’s dock, a 
small part of the west end of the Kirk soap 
works, and a vacant lot just east of the 
Northwestern storage warehouse buil 
on the north side of Kinzie street. . 


Short Viaduct on North Side. 


Tt would be necessary, of course, to build 
a viaduct over the Northwestern railroad 
company's track tn Kinzie street, but the 
elevated structure could reach the surface 
in Pime street at some point between Michi- 
gan and Illinois streets. From there north- 
ward Pine street could be made a boulevard 
to Ohio street, where Lincoln Park boule- 
vard begins. 

This plan would obviate the ‘necessity of 
any extensive condemnation of business 
property and in addition would furnish: a 
comparatively straight thoroughfare. 

It has been suggested aiso that ultimately 
it might be thought best to boulevard Ohio 
street eastward to connect with the Lake 
Shore drive, thus offering a choice of two 
boulevards. 

The scheme also provides for the paving 
of the new boulevard throughout with 
asphalt and the removal of the street car 
tracks from Michigan avenue. 

Of course, the principal factor in this proj- 
ect is Michigan avenue, and the question 
naturally arises, would not the wholesale 
business along that street prove an embar. 
rassing factor? 


Advent of Retail Shops. « 
The opinion was expressed in Tus Trisuns 


editorial thdt if this boulevard should be- 


opened wholesale business houses would 
goon desert Michigan avenue, as property 
along that street would become too valuable 
for wholesale purposes and would be wanted 
. for shops, as is Jackson boulevard property. 
It was pointed out, too, that the rents of 
Jackson boulevard shops have increased 
nearly 100 per cent in the last three years 
and that a similar advance would take place 
on a main boulevard connecting the north 
and south sides. The location, it was as- 
perted, would be an attractive and desirable 
one for retail purposes. If only half of each 
bullding on the east side of the street should 
be. removed the remaining half, it was as- 
serted, would be worth more for shop pur- 
poses than the whole is worth as now used. 
Some real estate men who approve of the 
boulevard project profess to be doubtful as 
to. what extent retail trade would develop 
and prices advance. There are others, how- 
ever, including Mayor Harrison, who are 
Sanguine there would be a sharp develop- 
ment of retail trade as well as an advance in 
values, and as well posted a broker as 
M. Snow expressed the opinion that the 
changed and improved character of the 
ptreet under the boulevard plan.would prob- 
edly result in at least doubling the land 
values along the frontage in question. 
Mayor Harrison said that, regarding this 
boulevard scheme as certain ultimately, he 
some time ago advised a-certain large rea!

. . Present Is Opportune Time. 
It.is conceded by every one familar with 
the situation that if the boulevard project

EXPERTS PRAISE 
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fitting time, as values along Michigan ave- 
nue from Randolph street north are much 
lower than they will be a few years hence. 
At present this property is worth from 
$1,000 to $1,500 a front foot, or not to exceed 
$8 to $12 a square foot, and more for the 
corners. When compared with values south 
Randolph street this looks exceedingly 
. Thus only one block further south, 
at the corner of Washington street, Mont- 
gomery Ward paid over $38 a square foot 
for the property he purchased from C. W. 
Marks last year, and more recent transac- 
tions along the avenue show sharp advances 
within a year. This-advance is certain to 
come before long to the property north of 
Randolph street, which is held at a low fig- 
ure now only because the street is narrow 
there and the wholesale houses aré occu- 
pying it as shipping yards. 
Altogether there is 1,048 feet of frontage on 


the east side of Michigan avenue, from Ran- | 


dolph street to the river, all of which is fm- 
proved except 224 feet at the extreme north 
end, at Front street. With two or three ex- 
ceptions, however, the improvements are 
old. The lots are from to 130 feet deep. 
The avenue is sixty-six feet wide north of 


Randolph street and ninety feet south of that: 


intersection. 

If forty ‘feet were taken off the east front 
the value of a square foot, with damages to 
the remainder, would probably be about $20, 
at a litberal estimate. This would give a 
total of a little less than $850,000. The dam- 
ages to improvements wo not exceed 
$200,000, making a total of only $1,050,000, 
not. a large sum certainly when the charac- 
ter of the proposed improvement is consid- 
ered. The value of all the land between Mich- 
igan and Central avenues will not much ex- 
eeed $1,500,000. Mr. Burn ‘Ss subway 
scheme contemplated an outlay of something 
like $8,000,000_. 

The cost incident to the condemnation of 
the land on the north side would be com- 
paratively small. 


| Mayor Approves of Plan. 

“TI heartily approve the project of THE 
TrIpuUNE,” said the mayor, “ for I consider it 
both practicable and commendable and the 
only satisfactory solution of this boulevard 
connection’ problem. A viaduct or tunnel 


will not do. I may say that this project has 


been in my mind for some time, and so san- 
guine have I felt that this must be the ulti- 
mate solution of this matter, and that it 
would result in a material advance in the 
value of the land along the avenue ,from 
Randolph street north, that I advised a prom- 
inent real éetate operator some time ago to 
buy up this land. I have no doubt that with 
the conetruction of the boulevard there 
would come a rapid growth of retail trade 
there as the result of the greatly increased 
travel and the change in the character of 
the street. It should, in my opinion, prove 
a most desirable location for shops of vari- 
ous kinds. I do not consider the cost a se- 
rious impediment, and believe the project 
could be carried through without the im- 
position of any serious financial burden.”’ 


Favored by Owen F. Aldis. | 

Owen F. Aldis said: ‘“ I certainly approve 
the project, which I regard as not only 
feasible but as a step in the way of the much 
needed beautification of the city. I agree 
with Tus TRrsune that subways and via- 
ducts are makeshifts at the best, and that 
a broad, spacious surface boulevard is the 
only solution of this most. important and 
pressing problem. The cost is likely to be 
considerable, but is not to be considered 
when m with the benefits which 
would follow.” | 


Best Suggested, Says Snow. 

“Tt seems to me,”* said Mr. Snow, “ that the 
plan suggested by Tur Trisune is entirely 
feasible and the best suggestion which has 
come to my notice, involving; as it does, a 
smaller -expenditure of money.than other 
plane which have been proposed. This plan 
also requires less time to carry out, is likely 
to meet with more general approval on the 
‘part of interested property owners, and to 
arouse less opposition among taxpayers gen- 
erally. I consider the present a most oppor- 
tune time for carrying the project through, 
as values along that part of the’avenue are 
now comparatively cheap. 

“tT am also firmly of the opinion that 
values would: make a sharp advance as the 
result of the widening and boulevarding of 
the avenue, as it would materially change 
and improve the character of the street, 
which would become more like the avenue 
south of Randolph street. I should say that 
this would result at least in doubling existing 
land values for this frontage.” 

Benefits Hard to Estimate. 

William A. Bond said of the plan: “I con- 
sider the editorial suggestion of Tue TRIB- 
UNE by far the best solution of this much 
discussed problem. The cost may be con- 
siderable, but benefits which would result 
ean hardly be estimated by cost. As a mat- 
ter of fact the boulevard plan would probably 
be considerably cheaper than a subway and 
would prove far more satisfactory. 

“T th that in spreading the assessment 
the plan used in the purchase of the South 
park lands and boulevards should be adopted. 
This was to assess the street frontage for, 
‘gay, 50 per cent of the tax, spreading the bal- 
ance pro rata according to location. I be- 
lieve, however, that a fair percentage of the 
cost should be taken out of the city’s general 
fund, as the whole city would be benefited. 
It will not be necessary to restrict the assess- 
ment of benefits to the one street directly 
affected. An especially commendable featuré 
of the project ts that it can be carried out 
in the near future.” . 


Better than Viaduct or Subway. 


“The plan strikes me as a good one,”’ said | 


W.D. Kerfoot, “ and I regard it in every way 
as more meritorious than a subway or via- 
duct. What effect the improvement would 
havé on the character of the business along 
the street and to what extent it would affect 
values are questions which I regard as 
problematical. The assessment for benefits 
should not be restricted to the district 
bounded by Chicago avenue on the north 
and Twelfth street on the south, but should 


-be of a general character. If this were done 


the financial burden would be insignificant, 
while under the first plan suggested it would 
probably be fought by interested propérty- 
owners.” 
What Other Dealers Say.

WANT TO AVOID A SUIT. | 


South Side Company to Resume 
' Negotiations with Alder- 
men Tomorrow. 


Efforts to secure a speedy and amicable 
adjustment of the traction problem - by 
mutual compromises are to form the plan 
which will be pureued by the city and the 
street railway companies this week. A 
great clearing of the atmosphere is expected 
before the week closes. 

At 10 o’clock tomorrow morning the City 
railway’s representatives will resume their 
negotiations with the city council's subcom- 
mittee, and it is expected that a complete 
tentative ordinance setting out possible 
terms of franchise extension will have been 
drafted by the close of the week. Steps 
have been taken, too, for another conference 
between the city’s special counsel, Edwin 
Burritt Smith, and Judge Grosscup, when 
further efforts will be made to pave the way 
for a compromise with the Union Traction 
company. Thus it is hoped toavert the delay 
and great expense that would attend long 
drawn litigation over the ninety-nine year 
act. 

A change of front has been indicated by the 


Union Traction people. An agreement has 


been reached practically between the lead- 


ing factors in that corporation and the City’ 


railway powers, by which both companies 
are to work on the same basis, aiming to 
effect an early and amicable settlement with 
the city. Any tentative ordinance that the 
City railway may approve will be accepted 
by the Union Traction company as a basis 
for negotiations. 


All Interests Favor Compromise. | 


Declarations for a compromise were made 
both by officials of the companies and rep- 
resentatives of the city. Walter G. Oakman, 
chairman of the Union Traction’s “ pro- 
tective committee ’’ and representative of the 
financial powers of the east, Who are inter- 
ested in the properties, urges extreme ef- 
forts to secure a settlement without litiga- 
tion. Judge Grosscup also, as adviser of the 
receivers, is exerting every influence to avoid 
a legal fight. Today Receiver R. R. Govin, 
Mr. Oakman, and Special Counsel Joseph 8. 
Auerbach return to New York, where the 
new plan will be laid before the heavy east- 
ern interests. 

Yesterday there were conferences between 
these parties and Judge Grosscup.. The con- 
sensus of opinion was that negotiations may 
save both delay and great expense and un- 
certainty to‘ the company as well as to the 
city and the public. | 


Tentative Plan Is Discussed. 


_ Though not formally approved a propost- 
tion was discussed that the company will 
tentatively offer to waive the ninety-nine 
year act and accept a twenty-year grant 
from the city, provided it is assured that at 
the end of that period the city will either pay 
an appraised value for not only the tangible 
property, but also for whatever value may be 
held to attach to any equities held under 
the ninety-nine year act; will form anether 
company to purchase the lines on these con- 
ditions; or will consider another grant to the 
present company. 

“On this proposition,” said one of the 
financial representatives of this corporation, 
“investors will practically wager their 
money that a new grant will be given by the 
city at the end of twenty years. They figure 


that when the time comes the city will hot ' 


be ready to purchase. Our efforts from now 
on will be to effect a compromise séttle- 
ment.’’ 3

Bugbee. Messrs. Dempster and Patton were 
the bearers of the memorial: 
“President Lincoln heard them gracious- 
ly,” said Dr. Roy, “ bringing out such et MG 
ments on the other side as urred to 


Dr. Patton came homé expecting a favorable 


issue, and had his people pray ina daily 
morning prayer meeting for that result. 
While they were praying the announcement 
came of the preliminary proclamation. 
‘“‘Some months after this Joseph Medill, 
editor of CHicaco who had 


been in Washington, told me that Secretary 
‘| Stanton had said to him: ‘ Tell those Chicago 


doctors that their interview did the business; 
that before their coming the president had 
been undecided.’ ” 


In Oak Park at Time of Fire. 


In 1871, while the Chicago fire raged, Dr. 


Roy lived in Oak Park. 

“The fire,” he decl ‘*forced many 
to lie out on the prairie over night. During 
the fire thousands gathered 6n the lake shore, 


and many of these had to sprinkle themselves | 


for protection. A citizen just home from Eu- 
rope at the time told me that 700 miles out 
from land he had heard about the fire from 
a pilot who had been picked up.” 

An interesting incident is the following, 
in which Mrs. Roy is the principal. “ My 
wife and I,” narrated Dr. Roy, *‘ were board- 
ing at the Oriental hotel, where Siegel & 
Cooper’s estore now stands, when she got 


the best of a United States marshal, who 


was armed with a warrant under the fugitive 
slave law. The marshal was accompanied by 
a slave owner and bloodhounds, and asked 
for the surrender of a mulatto woman, who 
was employed in the laundry. The proprie- 
tor of the hotel put the marshal off the 
track, rushed down to the laundry and told 
the woman to ‘ get out.’ As she hesitated, 
not knowing where to go, he advised her to 
‘run up to Roy’s rooms,’ She flew to the 
side of Mrs. Roy, who, when she saw the 
situation, put the mulatto into a closet, shut 
the door, and drew a secretary in front of it. 

“No sooner had she resumed her sewing 
than the marshal appeared and demanded 
the fugitive. Mrs. Roy said composedly: 
‘Find her.’ A bloodhound, not quite satis- 
fied, turned back twice, but finally gave up 
the search, and so the good wife saved the 
colored woman from going back to slavery.” 


Letter to “Tribune” in 1857. 


Following is part of a letter which Dr. Roy 
wrote for Tam TrRiIsvun®e in 1857. It is dated 
Lawrence, Kas., Sept. 28. ; 

“Gov. Robinson said that I must go out 

with him on a political canvass among the 
settlements. The free state men who hereto- 
fore had repudiated the bogus territorial gov- 
ernment had now decided to vote. The elec- 
tion would come in a month. For three weeks, 
with printed placards ahead, we went lecttr- 
ing day by day, the statesmen talking poli- 
tices and the chugchmen talking abolition. 
We had no disturbance by the way except 
when going to our appointment at Fort Scott, 
when we had to turn back upon learning that 
the border ruffians had possession of that 
stronghold. 
- “ Striking off in another way, we got lost 
and were driving off far into the night. At 
last, following the barking of dogs, we came. 
upon a settler’s cabin. All the family were 
in bed; and nearly all were sick. After a 
repast of slapjacks and pork we wére al- 
lowed to He down on our buffalo robes with 
our feet to the fire. In the morning, giving 
the woman a $5 piece, we started on our next 
appointment. The friends there, . finding 
where we had been lodged, told us that the 
man was one of the biggest border ruffians in 
all the region,and that if he had not been sick, 
and had known what game he had within 
reach, he certainly would have routed out 
the neighbors and bagged it all. Getting 
back to Lawrence the people must needs give 
us a reception. 

“Tt was an open air meeting, with Jim 
Lane for presiding officer. Coming to intro- 
duce the young Chicago pastor, he said: 
‘He’s the fighting preacher; them’s the sort 
we love.’ 

“Tl was present at the opening and adjourn- 


‘ing of the constitutional convention at Le- 


compton. Taking the ayes.and nays upon 


adjournment to Lecompton, or Leavenworth, |

Born in Ohio. 


Dr. Roy was born at Martinebursg, O., Feb. 
7, 1827, coming of Huguenot stock. He is a 
descendant of Joseph Roy, who camé to 
America in 1711 and made his home in Bos- 
ton. He was graduated from Knox collegein 
1848, and has been for sixteen years one of 
its trustees. In 1850 he entered the Union 
seminary, New York, and was graduated in 
1858. He was called to the Plymouth church, 
Chicago, in 1855. After a pastorate of five 
years Mr. Roy accepted a call from the Amer- 
ican Missionary association to serve as dis- 
trict secretary. For twelve years he served 
the society as fleld superintendent, first in 
the west-and then in the south, where he re- 
sided at Atlanta. In 1885 Mr. Roy left 
the south to take up his old position as dis- 
trict “secretary in Chicago, where he

FOR PLAYERS OF WHISE 


PROSPECTS FOR THE ANNUAL 
CONGRESS ARE BRIGHT. 


Eastern Clabs Will Be Unusually Well 
Represented, the Knickerbocker of 
New York Having Engaged a Spe- 
ecial Car to ‘Carry Its Delegation to 
Detroit—Chicago Will Send Many 
Contestants and Will Be in All the 
Trophy Matches. 


The annual congress is now but two weeks 
distant, and unless all signs fall it will be 


the greatest whist meeting ever held. Asa = 


rule it is impossible to tell whether the east 
will be well represented, excepting from re- 
liable Baltimore. This year, however, the 
New York players, led by the Knickerbocker 
club, have engaged a special car for their 
delegation, which is a splendid indication of 
the interest which is taken in that section. 
The northwest contingent will be strong, 
both in numbers and playing strength, and 
Michigan, Wisconsin, and Ohio will together 
have enough players present to make a good 
congress.

ting a Mile in 2:06 1-4 at Cleveland 
Sets a New Record for Mares to 
‘Wagon and Is the Best far the Dis- 
tance Ever Made in June—Work of 
The Light Makes Her a Strong 
Faturity Candidate.

Decidedly the sensation of the week in the 
way of harness horse events was the mile 
trotted in 2:06% over the Cleveland track las* 
Tuesday by the green mare, Lou Dillon. The 
work was done to wagon, the mare’s owner, 
Mr. Billings, holding the reins, and several

The mile is.the best for mares to wagon, the 


best for 6 year old mares, any hitch, the fast- © 


est mile ever trotted in June, and the fastest 
by a mare without. previous record.

Lou Dillon finished strong after doing the 
final quarter at a 2:01 clip it would veem 
reasonably certain that with a little more 
sharpening up she should go a mile in 2:06.

(of ten can pull a wagon faster than they

can a sulky. The weight is more evenly 
distributed on four wheels than on two, 
the vibration that accompanies fast work to 
sulky is entirely absent, and as the weight 


| of the driver is farther away from the horse 


it is possible to dispense with the cinch like 
method of harnessing that is necessary when 
@ trotter or pacer races to sulky. 

The sulky hitch, with' the vehicle and 
Griver practically strapped close to the 
horse, likewise makes it much harder for the 
animal to balance himself at speed and 
Causes the driver to take more hold than is 
the case fri wagon driving. Hitched to a 
Wagon a horse can be “ turned loose ’’ with 


‘much less chance of a break than would be 


the case were a sulky in use. This works 
to the advantage of both horse and driver, 
especially when a tilt against time is on. 

» “That Mr. Billings should have beaten his 
own performance when driving Lou Dillon 
in 2:06% was no doubt a source of gratifica- 
tion to him. For several years his little 
mare Lucille had held the record for trotting 
mares to wagon with amateur drivers, 2:07. 


That record, by the way, was not made 


under the most favorable circumstances. 


Course Was Not Good. 
Thé feat was performed over the Lexing- 


ton track one day before the regular pro- | 


gram was begun, and it cannot be said that 
the cburse was in apple pie order. Most of 
the unofficial timers, and at least one of the 
official ones, made the mare’s mile 2:06%, but

Spent Only $175,000. 


The second dam of Vice Commodore is 
Nancy Hanks, that could trot fast as a colt 
and that subsequently became the world’s 
champion, through her record of 2:04. Inci- 
dentally, as showing that breeding trotters 
is not a poor man’s game, it may be said that 
in order to produce this colt Mr. Forbes paid 
$125,000 for Arion, $40,000 for Nancy Hanks, 
and $10,000 for Bingen. , 

Nancy Hanks was mated with the imported 
thoroughbred stallion Meddler before she was 
bred to Arion, and -the produce was a filly 
that has been used in the broodmare ranks 
at the Forbes farm, but thus far she has ac- 
complished nothing in the way of throwing 
speed, while the daughter of Arion and Nancy . 
Hanks certainly has a fast young trotter in 
Vice Commodore. Should he beat 2:30, the 
performance would put Nancy Hanks in the 
great broodmare list, as she has aiready pro- 
duced Admiral Dewey, 2:14%, at 8 years, and 
a producing daughter would entitle the old 
mare to a place in the select band of matrons 
that have to their credit two or more trot- 
ters or pacers with standard records, or sons 
or daughters that Rave fulfilled certain con- 
ditions as to the production of standard 


Nancy Hanks May Lead Matrons. 


Nancy Hanks is the first of the trotting 
mares that at various times have. held the 
championship that amounts to much as a 
speed producer. Flora Temple was mated 
with Leamington, a first-class sire of thor- 
oughbreds, after her racing days were over, 
and the produce was nil from a trotting 
standpoint. Goldsmith Maid had a better 
chance, and her son sired some speed. Maud 
S., much faster and better bred than her 
predecessors in championship honors, never 
had a colt, and although Alix, who suc- 
ceeded Nancy Hanks as queen, beating her 
record a quarter of a second, was bred sev- 
eral times to fast class stallions her produce 
has not amounted to anything. Admiral 
Dewey alone would make Nancy Hanke rank 
above the average broodmare, but the fact 
that her daughter has a 2 year old son that 
can already beat 2:40 means that the old 
mare is likely to be a top notcher among 
matrons just as she was among the perform- 
ers of her day. 

The management of the Walnut Hall farm, 
of which Mr. L. V. Harkness, who is now in 
Europe, is proprietor, has sent me the new 
farm catalogue. A feature of the book that 
will commend it to horsemen is the presence 
of pictures that mean something. ; 


Some Fine Specimens Shown. 


By means of the camera, up to date photo- 
graphs of the principal horses on the place 
have been seoured, and they are naturally 
much more impressive than the “ be sure 
to. make him look pretty.”’ efforts in a like. 
direction. that are ordinarily seen in publi- 
cations of the sort. Although Mr. Harkness 
is not a particularly enthusiastic turfman 
his stable, which is composed exclusively of 
home bred horses, has been successful in cap- 
turing some of the most important of har-‘ 
ness events, and as it so happens that this 
work has been accomplished by animals that 
have great physical beauty as well as plenty 
of speed a couple of pictures that will inter- 
est people hae been reproduced from the 
catalogue. 4 

Both Fereno and Ozganam are great race- 
horse trotters. As a 2 year old Fererio 
showed herself the best of her age that 
season by winning the Kentucky Futurity, 
which is the crucial test of-a young trotter. 
The following season she added to‘her fame 
by a victory in the 3 year old Futurity, and 
in winning this race lowered the record of 
the event to 2:10%, with her nearest com- 
petitor, Susie J. (who subsequently took a 
record of 2:06\4), not close at the finish. Since 
then Fereno has won in aged company, re- 
ducing her record to 2:07%, and it is the gen- 
eral opinion of the critics that under favor- 
able circunistances a mile in 2:06 or better 
is not beyond her capacity. She is a mare 
of extreme beauty, either in action or at 
rest, and the photograph, which was taken 
in the latter part of April last, shows her 
after jogging had taken away the grossness 
caused by a winter of rest. 


Shapely and Good Gaited. 

Fereno is shapely, as the picture shows, 
and she is extra good gaited. As the only 
horse that ever won the double Futurity the 
mare has a distinction not easily duplicated, 
but aside from that she. has shown class as 
a true racehorse and been the greatest pos- 
sible card for her sire, Moko, who is a 
brother to the fast but ill fated pacer Bumps, 
the horse that first brought Mr. Billings 
into prominence as a driver, and whose 
wagon record at the time of his death was 

Ozanam is the winner of last year’s Tran- 
sylvania, a stake that can go to none but a’ 
first class horse, and in the case of the black

This is. detracting 
nothing from the merits of Prince of Orange, 
who was beaten out of the race by a bad 
start after he had won the fastest heat of 
the day and had the pole, but Ozanam won, 
and she won only by her gameness, as sits is 
not fast in getting away from the wire, al. 
though she can come the lust end of a mile 
with the best of them. Her sire, Axtell), al- 
though a world beating trotter in his day 
and a great producer of speed, has nothing 
else to his credit that quite classes with 


Ozanam. 

It is a unique distinction for one farm to 
have proguced a double Futurity winner 
and the victor in the greatest Transyivania

Work Training for Championship 
Battle.

The much talked of twenty round fight be- 
tween Jack O'Keefe of Chicago and Jimmy 
Britt of San Francisco, advertised as being 
for the white lightweight championship, 
took place at Butte, Mont., on June 13 and 
resulted in a draw, much to the surprise of 
the followers of the Frisco lad, Touted as 
the best boy of his weight in the country, not 
even barring Champion Joe Gans, Britt was 
conceded the fight before the ink had dried 
on the articles of agreement. 

His trimming of “Kid” Lavigne and 
Frank Erne were considered championship 
performances by Californians, and it was 
purely on the strength of these victories that 
he looked, af least in the eyes of patrons of 
the sport west of the Rocky mountains, a 
possible champion. His aspirations for the 
highest honors in his division were slightly 
punctured when he failed to dispose of Willie 
Fitzgerald in twenty rounds; still it did not 
lower him in the estimation of his Pacific 
coast friends, therefore when he rematched 
with O’Keefe they bet 8 to 1 he would win. 
This, I was informed, was the odds in Frisco, 
and with O'Keefe money scarce at that. 


Their first fight, which took place at Port- 
land, it will be remembered, was awarded to 
Jack on a foul in the sixth round, a decision 
that was denounced by the Brittites as 
downright robbery. In the recent fight, re- 
ports say, Britt fouled repeatedly and to 
such an extent the sheriff entered the ring 
and threatened to stop the fight if he, Britt, 
did not desist in his foul tactics. Judging 
from this, the Portland referee wasundoubt- 
edly right in the stand he took. : 

The fight and its outcome demonstrated 
one of two things, either that Britt is over- 
rated or that O’ Keefe is a better fighter than 
he has been credited with being. It was 
Known that Jack was the more scienced, but 
that he was shy on strength and ruggedness 
as compared with Britt and it was therefore 
expected he would peg out before the expira- 
tion of the twentieth round. His cleverness, 
however, stood him in good stead and at the 
end he was equally as good as Britt. The 
latter, besides transgressing the rules, was 
the r throughout, but try as he 
would he could not land the punch that, 
would net him the long end of the money an 
the title. 


The battle boosted Jack several notches 
rearer to the top of his cless, but if he heeds 
the advice of his friends he will leave Gans 
seriously alone, for awhile at least. Of 
course he is in the game for the money that 
is in it, but it strikes me he can gather more 
money fighting Britt in Frisco than he can 
by going against Gans, and with an easier 
road to travel. 

Sig Hart made a ten strike when he pitted 
OQ’ Keefe against Britt, besides which he con- 
vineed the doubtful “‘ Thomases”’ that his 
protégé is made of championship timber. A 
cleanup of Martin Canole, who holds a de- 
cision over Jack, is now in order. :

The big fellows, Jeffries and Corbett, who 
will clash in San Francisco on Aug. 14, are 
getting down to business, and from now on 
reports of their daily training stunts will be 
looked forward to with interest by followers 
of the sport. Corbett has been in training 
quite awhile and reports from his camp have 
it he is working like a trojan and fit to enter 
the. ring within two weeks. The ex-cham- 
pion is devoting the most of his time to 
stretigthening his muscles for hitting pur- 
poses,. and that he has improved so much he 
believes he can put the champion away if, 
and.there is the rub, he can land on the 
point of Jeff’s jaw. There is no doubt he is 
stronger than when he met Jeffries at Coney 
Island, as he had been taking daily exercises 
for over a year before the match was clinched. 
He put in the most of that time in develop- 
ing. his wrists and forearms, heretofore his 
weak points, and with the strengthening of 
these comes, he believes, the increase 
of- hitting powers. The older Jim is confi- 
dent of winning back. the title he wrested 
from John L. Sullivan and later lost to Fitz- 
simmons, if not with a knockout, then surely 
on scientific points. The size of the ring is 
just to his liking, and-he still has the speed 
to sprint around it for an hour without being 
caught effectively by the champion. 


Gus Gardner, a fourth rate fighter, who is 
traveling around the country on the strength 
of having fought Joe Gans and Frank Erne 
and, of course, receiving the short end of the 
money as easily as possible, scored one of 
his tricks at Port Huron, Mich., last Tues- 
day night in his fight with Mike Ward, the 
Sarnia (Ont.) lightweight. Gardner saw 
early in the game that he was up against 
it,-and began using foul tactics, apparently 
to be disqualified before he received much 
punishment. 

The conditions of the match called for clean 
breaks and no hitting in the clinches—condi- 
tions which Gardner transgressed with such 
persistency he was disqualified in the third 
round after repeated cautions by the referee. 
It struck that official that Gardner fouled 
intentionally to escape a beating and to col- 
lect the short end of the purse in as short a 
time ag possible. Thereferee so informed the 
management and advised they withhold his 
part of the purse. Gardner, by his actions, 
not only gulled the management and the 
spectators but came near killing the game 
in Port Huron. 

Ward is the youngster that made Henry 
Fagin look like a selling plater at Detroit re- 
cently, and would make it interesting for any 
boy in his division. The Port Huron pro- 
moters are making efforts to match him 
against either Frank Erne or Jack O'Keefe 
for July 6.

Features of Income Tax Bill. 


The second event of the week was the intro- 
duction of the income tax bill, so long de- 
manded. Here is the economic idea of it: An 
income tax composed of a personal tax of 
1% pér cent on the presumed income of the 
taxpayer, and a house tax of 4 per cent on 
his rent. The rent itself serves to determine 
the income of the taxpayer. It is multiplied 
by six, seven, eight, nine, or ten, according 
to locality. For example, an original rent 
of $200 pays a house tax of $8, and presup- 
poses in Paris an income of $1,400, which 
would pay $71 tax. That is, $29 in all. 

The danger of the system is that a majority 
of the French voters, being exempt from this 
tax will have an interest.in bringing pressure 
to bear on parliament to inerease the tax and 
transform it into an instru t of oppression 
and zeal for the interests of the treasury.

“TFOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TRIBUNE. 
BERLIN, June 3.—After many days’ search 
he mangied bodies of the student Hans 
Pagel and his sweetheart, Hermina Scheler, 
“have been discovered in an almost tnac- 
eessible abyss near Bregenz. 
During the kaiser’s‘recent visit to Strass- 
burg the Mercur, a weekly paper edited by 
Pagel, was cenfiscated for lese majesty. 
Pagel then disappeared, and it was thought 
he had committed suicide, because a letter 
to. that effect reached his relatives. 

It subsequently transpjed that after leav- 
ine Strassburg he went to Munich to visit 
his former sweetheart, Hermina Scheler, a 
handsome girl of @o00d family, over whom 
he exercised a strange influence, and whom 
once: before he had tried to kill. 

One morning the couple went out to ascend 
the mountains, and Pagel returned alone, 
pale and much agitated, laté at night. The 
girl was never seen again. Next morning 
the student left Bregenz by the earliest 
train, and all trace of tim was lost. 

It appears that Pagel, after shooting the 
girl, threw the body over the cliff, intending 

-to follow it himself. But his courage failed 
him, and he went back to his hotel at Breg- 


'. eng, where he wrote a letter to a friend,,in 
which the following passage occurs: 


“Then it. should have been my turn, but 

when I held her blood-covered face in my lap, 

when she greeted me with a last grateful 

fiance of her big bive eyes, I could not do it. 

After it had grown dark I returned to the 

hotel, and I haven't yet mustered the neces- 

fary courage. Whether I shall solve the 

problem before morning, or hand myself over 
to the police, I don’t know.”

The chambers of com- 
merce, therefore, ‘have arrived at the cén- 
clusion that there is nothing to be expected 
from the present dynasty and that it is the 
latter which constitutes the real obstacle to 
every kind of reform, a conclusion which is 
shared by the working classes both in town 
and country, and, in fact, by the vast ma- 
jority of the Spanish people. 


Officials Lose Control of Polls. 

° The strength of popular sentiment in con- 
nection with the matter is strikingly demon- 
strated by the recent general election, where 
for the first time in nearly thirty years the 
voter succeeded in frustrating the familiar 
tactics of the government officials at the 
polls. As a general rule an appeal to the 
country .in Spain has merely consisted of a 
nominal use of the constitutional machinery 
in order to register the prearranged result 
agreed upon by the two great political par- 
ties. The government in office always allot- 
ted to itself about two-thirds of the seats in 
the new cortes, leaving the opposition with 
sufficient strength to carry on parliamentary 
warfare until such moment as internal dis- 
sensions in the cabinet, or else the wishes of 
the sovereign rendered a change of admin- 
istration desirable. On this occasion, how- 
ever, the electors got out of hand. The min- 
ister of the interior's officials were unable 
to accomplish their duties, and the result is 
that there are-at the present moment some 
two score or more republicans occupying 
seats in the chamber of deputies. 


Church Interests Tie Crown. 

It is not wholly short sightedness and fIl- 
will that prevents the crown from lending an 
ear to the popular.clamorforreforms. Many 
of the latter affect the interests of the re- 
ligious orders, and of the episcopacy, which, 
if antagonized, would join hands with the 
Carlist clergy in the north, and with that 
influential element at the vatican which, un- 
like Leo XIII., favors the Carlist cause. In 
fact, even the most impartial observers are 
forced to admit that the support of the epis- 
copacy and of the reHgious orders is indis- 
pensable to the crown, and that therefore the 
latter cannot help itself. Of course, some- 
thing might have been accomplished in its 
behalf had the young king been permitted to 
develop by personal intercourse with his 
subjects that individual popularity with 


‘which he was welcomed when he attained his 


majority and assumed the reins of govern- 
ment a year ago, but unfortunately the mem- 
bers of his personal entourage prevented this, 
and even in his progresses through the king- 
dom ‘the behavior of the dignitaries of his 
suite was such as to antagonize those who ap- 
proached him for the purpose of offering their 
homage to their young sovereign. 

The people unjustly ascribe this condition 
of affairs to the queen regent and argue that 
there might be some hope of preserving the 
throne for r son if she were to quit the 
country, forgetful of the fact that her in- 
fluence throughout her regency was always 
in favor of liberalism as opposed to the re- 
actionary policy of the conservatives. If 
there is any influence at court that is reac- 
tionary it is not that of the queen, but that of 
her son-in-law, the prince of the Asturias, 
the brother-in-law, chief guide, mentor, and 
constant associate of the boy king. It is to 
him that must be ascribed the resolve of_the 
crown’to meet the campaign Inaugurated by 
the republican ih by force instead of by 
conciliation, and it to be feared that the 
conflict now begun will have the ending that 
so many of these struggles between the crown 
and the people have had—namely: the de- 
feat of the throne, and its overthrow. 5

QUEEN VISITS SAN GROGEROI. 


Margherita of Italy Calls on Princess 
Biancaccio and Writes a Poem

By the time the trust was 
completed last autumn the tide of prosperity 
in America was ebbing, and the flotation of 
capital was found to be impossible. _ The pro- 
moters have since been burdened with a great 
amount of paper, unsalable save at ruinous 
rates."’

Bruce 
Ismay, it is added, who sailed with Mr. Mor- 
gan, takes a gloomy view of the position.

Wor 
the reason which has been given—the cer- 
tain increase in value of the property to be 
condemned—they should not waste the pre- 
cious minutes but seize fortune by the fore- 
Jock, :

‘It is interesting to observe that while 
this search after unity is being prosecutéd 
in the physical world a similar search is in 
progress in the social world, The new 
science of sociology, tentative and vapor- 
ous as it is, aims at nothing less than, 1 
Sir William Crookes would say, the “ 
duction of the elements of social life 
‘simpler bases.” 

Sociology takes all the of the 
life which is produced by the association 
of man with man in society and attempts 
to correlate and reconcile them. HEconomics, 
ethics, politics, esthetics, all human activ- 
ities, ati tue etements of human life. are 
bronght together by sociology and their un- 
derlying auity is made the subject of study 
and speculation. 

An appreciation of the scope of sociolog- 
jeal thonght at the present time may be 
regarded as a kind of intellectual duty.

“TWENTY PER CENT. 

The ¢ity. authorities talk of | 
the collection of garbage in ten wards, 
where the appropriations are already ex- 
hausted, unless the householders will foot 


the bills. The city has no money with 


which to pay for at important municipal 
service. The controller says there is no 
hope of increased revenue from any qual 
ter. 

“This unpleasant state of affairs shows 
how necessary it is for the sake of public 
health and decency that the’ city’ should 
get from the traction companies that 20 
per cent of their gross receipts which will 
give it adequate revenue. It. is positive 
indecency to talk of compensation in the 
form of reduced fares when the city is in 


such straits. .The men who.travel on the 


street cars are perfectly willing to pay 
5 cents for a ride, even without universal 
transfers. When those transfers are given 
and they have. much better service than 
they do now. they. will admit cheerfully 
that they are getting their full money’s 
worth. With bardly an exception they 
would. rather the city should get 1 cent out 
of 5 than that they should get it. They 
understand that with the 1 cent the city 
will do far more for them than they would 
be. able to do for themselves. 

Fhe traction companies ought to pay the 
city 20 per cent_of their gross receipts, 
and, fortunately for the municipality, it is 
in a position to enforce its demand. It dors 
not have to depend on the generosity of the 
companies—that would be a brittle reed— 
for it has the whip hand. ._ . 

‘The-counsel for the companies may argue 
to whoever will listen to them about the 
ninety-nine year law and perpetual fran- 
chises. They are. at liberty to claim every- 
thing, as one nation does when it-has.a 
dispute with another over territory. The 
fact remains that the city is landlord of 
the streets and the companies are tenants. 
The companies have no perpetual leases, 
They must. go to the city for a renewal of 
the right to occupy the streets—or most 
of them—on which they now run cars; and 
théy cannot get a renewal unless they agree 
to pay the rent the city demands. 

If the city chose, it could Wirect the com- 


panies to pay compensation. in the form 


of lower fares, but the municipal authori- 
ties will not do that. They will refuse to 
listen to- the doctrinaires who insist that 
the municipality shall pauperize itself so 
that the users of the street cars may get {|

reduction in farés—and it will be enough— 
will be in the form of universal transfers, 
Aldermén who. have only enough money 
at their command to pay for the removal 
ef garbage during half of the year would 
ray their coustituents {f they were to 
"Fall to stand stiffly by the demand that the 
traction’ companies fill an-empty treasury 
“by” pay over 20 per cent of their gross’ 
receipts.

| END oF THE WAITERS’ STRIKE. 
The cooks and waiters “kindly ask an 
apology to the suffering public for the incon- 
venience caused during the last ten days, 
and desire to remain yours for peace.” ‘The 
public, which has not been greatly inco 
moded, and which is quick to forget 1 
grievances, accepts the apology. 
lieves' that henceforth the: cooks and waiters | 
wili be better taionists, ane therefore ‘will 
get along more easily withemployers. They 
have learned what they cannot do, and will 


be more reasonable in the future. 


The terms of settlement are fair. They 


‘are the terms which were offered by the 


émployers at the outset, and should have 
been accepted by the employés. The right 
of organization of both parties is conceded. 


It was the grave error of the employés that 


they refused to concede to the hotel and res- 


no btaurant men a right they demanded for 


themselves. The right of “ freedom of.em- 
ployment” is also admitted to belong to 
both parties. The anion man is at liberty to 
work for any one who will hire him, whether 
the employer does or does not belong to the 
association. The employer is free to hire 
union or nonunion men. Presumably most 
of the employés will be union men. 

Questions of wages and of conditions of 
employment are to be settled by conciliation 
if possible, and if not by arbitration. Doubt- 
less some of the employés have genuine 
grievances. The proper method of getting 
at and rectifying them has’ been adopted. 
The dove of peace will take up her abode in 
the hotels and restaurants of Chieago and 
the public will get better service nee, be- 
fore. 

Considering the of men of 
places involved, most of whose proprietors 
tried. to keep them running, there was re- | 
markably Httle violence. This was: due 
-partly' to a lack of popular sym y with 
the strikers; whose method of quitting in the 
middle of a meal and whose persistent re- 
fusal of arbitration offended the public. 
Whatever real grievances the cooks and 
waiters had as regards low wages and long 
hours were thrust in the background. No- 
body heard anything of them. For some 
reason the police were more efficient than 
usual in protecting all who wished to work 
for those against whom the strike was di- 
rected. When the public is unsympathetic 
ewealicemen are likely to. be unsympathetic 
also, and moré careful in their supervision 
.of the conduct/of pickets. 

- ‘There is no iavk in this country of toler- 
able waiters and passable cooks. . The ho- 
tels and restaurants of Chicago could have 
got in a few days all the help they needed. 
The strike would not have been a seriots 
matter for them unless other unions—those 
of the teamsters and stationary engineers— 
had come to the aid of the cooks and wait- 
ers. They refused to do so, though urgently 
appealed to, They refused to be used to pull 
the chestnuts out of the fire for men whose 
methods they disapproved of, and whose re- 


stand. Nor did it help the cooks and wait- 
ers any that they put their interests in the 
hands of a member of the bartenders’ union, 
The members of real labor unions are by no | 
means prepared to accept a bartender as a 
fit representative of organized labor. 

A few of the mixers of fancy drinks at 


some of the hotels went out when the cooks , 


and waiters did. They had a false idea of 
their, own importance. It is hard to get. 
along without cooks but quite easy to live 
without cocktails. _ There are straight | 
drinks, and men fall back on them content- 
edly when they cannot get fancy drinks. _ 
There are in Chicago 6,000 saloons, behind 
whose bars stand men who are not artists, . 
but who can serve beer and whisky to a 
thirsty generation. The strike of the mixed

*I seem to hear the groans of the dying 
and the shrieks of the fugitives,’’ he said, 
covering his face with his hands. “My 
wife, our two children, and myself hid for 
three days in the cellar of an abandoned 
house, and then escaped to a village twenty 
miles away, where my wife and children 
are with her father. i hope to send for 
them in a few months. This injury is most 
unfortunate when I need every cent I can 
obtain.”’

RESULT OF FREIGHT WRECK. 


Several Men Burned by Odd Accident in 
Wisconsin—Cars and Contents De- 
stroyed and Bridge a Total Loss. 


New Richmond, Wis., June 20.—Traffic will 
be tied up on this end of the Wisconsin Cen- 
tral for several days by the most serious 
freight wreck in the history of this division. 
A west bound extra freight last night was 
running at high speed around a curve two 
miles east of here when twelve.cars left the 
track, breaking through an tron bridge and 
plunging into Willow river. While Lineman 
Thomas Carroll and his assistants were at 
work trying to straighten out the tangled 
mass of telegraph wires his lantern slipped 
from his hand and fell into the ~ater below. 
Instantly there was a tremendous explosion; 
the wreck and even the surface of the water. 
was amass of fames. The contents of a tank 
of naphtha in the wreck had ignited. 

Louis Anderson, a farmer, who was in the 
boat with Carroll, was terribly burned. Sev- 
eral others were burned, but all will recover. 

Half an hour after the first explosion an- 
other car of naphtha exploded, sending the 
flames hundred of feet into the air. The re- 
port was heard for miles. The twelve cars 
that went through the bridge and their con- 
tents, lumber, farm implements, binding 
twine, railroad supplies, etc., were destroyed 
by fire. The bridge is a total wreck.

Take six pounds of white 
sugar and make a thick sirup. When cool 
add the lemon juice, strain, and bottle.

STRAWBERRY SIRUP.—Take several 
boxes of fine ripe strawberries and -press 
their juice through a cloth. To each pint 
of juice add a pint of simple sirup and boil 
gently for an hour.

RASPBERRY SHRUB.—To eight quarts 
of berries allow one pint of acetic acid and 
four quarts of water. Putall the ingredients 
into a stone jar and allow to stand for forty- 
eight hours, stirring occasionally. For each 
pint of juice add a pound of sugar, boil for 
fifteen minutes, and bottle while hot. When 
cool refill the bottles. pound the corks in 
tightly, cut close to the bottle, and dipin hot 
wax to seal.

Olé fashioned home made wines aré again 
coming into favor.

DANDELION WINE.—Over six quarts of 
blossoms pour four quarts of boiling water. 
Stand for several days, stirring frequently.

When cool add two slices of toasted bread, 
two slice= of lemon, and one and one-half 
tablespvonfuls of yeast. Stand for four or 
five days. Then add a handful of raisins and 
one-half glags of whisky. Strain and bottle. 


Beer Made from Lemons. | 
LEMON BEER.—Slice two large lemons 
and pour over them a gallon of boiling water.

It is not at all surprising that a reaction 


should begin to manifest itself against the 
constant exploiting of woman's achievements 
and the tendency among women themselves 
to boast of them, but the situation may be 
illustrated by the following true incident: 
A man and his wife adopted a 5 year old girl 
from a foundling asylum and gave her every 
possible pleasure and privilege, but she as- 
tonished them almost every hour by exclaim- 
ing defiantly, ‘1 can if I want to and I will 
if Il wantto!” They learned upon investiga- 
tion that the girls in the asylum had been 
constantly taunted by the boys with such 
remarks as “ You can’t do this’’ and “ You 
don’t dare do that ’’ until they were in a con- 
tinual state of belligerency and determina- 
tion to show that they could and would per- 
form the same feats as the boys. 

This is the exact situation with regard to 
women today. It is about fifty years since 
they began to stick their heads out of the 
kitchen and nursery and ask for a new deal. 
From that time to this in every new thing 
they have wanted to do they have been met 
with the taunt, You haven't the ability.’’ 
Sometimes it was the physical, sometimes 
the mental, power that was declared to be 
lacking, but never has the smallest conces- 
sion been made voluntarily and willingly. 
Boys have received every possible encourage- 
ment of precept, example, and opportunity; 
girls every possible discouragement and, 
until recently, absolute prohibition. Women 
have had to fight for every inch they have 
gained, and to prove their capacity to a 
scoffiing and skeptical world, which was 
grounded in the belief that they did not pos- 
sessany. “ You don’t dare to and you can’t.” 
Is it any wonder that, after having faced 


_ this handwriting on the wall for half a cen- 


tury, women should be in a chronic state of 
carrying a chip on their shoulder and de- 
elaring, “I can if I want to and I will if I 


want to”? Is it not also the most natural © 


thing in the world that, after having accom- 
plished successfully what all creation as- 
sured them they dared not and could not do, 
they should climb up on the fence and crow 
long and loud to announce the fact? 

Of course, there is no reason why, with the

clerks, stenographers, factory employés, etc., 
‘and the statistics show that in these occu- 
pations they lose less time on account of ill- 
ness than do men, ft is unavoidable that they 
should brag about it.

held triumphantly up to the public view to 
prove the absurdity of the old theories. 

In a way woman's every advance really is 
- the prodigious stride of a glantess,’’ for it

_ past and her present—a gulf as broad and 


deep as that which separates two worlds.

humen race. The contest of the inferior half 
for equal rights with the superior half must 
be won step by step, and it is only on the 
record of every gain that a foothold can be 
secured for a further advance.

The advocates of woman suffrage have been 
censured so much for confining their efforts 


' to this one object, and assured so often that 


men were anxious to amend the laws in their 
favor, and only waited to have any inequal- 
ities pointed out, that those of Nebraska de- 
cided to make atrial case. A widow in that 
state has only a life use of one-third the 
real estate, household furniture to the valine 
of $250, and $200 worth of personal property, 
and, if there are children, a child's share of 
any residue. .

He did this on the authority of City Solicitor 
Whyte, who said that ‘in all legislation a 
masculine term was held to include the fem- 
inine except where it would be absurd or 
unmreasonable.’’ And yet it was only a year 
ago that the Supreme court of Maryland de- 
nied the applicatign of a woman to practice 
law because the statutes providing for at- 
torneys use the masculine pronoun. O, what. 
a mixup all these years in the determinati on 
to “ segregate the sexes!’’

New Movement Lacks Judement. 

The papers are having a great deal to say 
about ‘“‘a new woman suffrage movement,”’ 
which has *‘ the approval of Miss Anthony 
and her confreres,’’ and which, supported by 
the National Suffrage association, is.organ- 
izing the states for the purpose of forming a 
nonpartisan ticket in political to 
be composed of candidates of both parties 
who favor equal suffrage and to be elec- 
tioneered for by women, irrespective of party. 

All there is of this “movement ”’ is found 
in the action of a few women in Wisconsin, 
earnest and capable, but impractical. It is 
strongly disapproved by Miss Anthony, while 
the National association has not the slightest 
connection with it. This idea of a “* balancing 
ticket "’ is thoroughly Utopian. Scarcely a 
man in Wisconsin would be persuaded to 
vote for a cahdidate whose politics differed 
from his own simply because he believed in 
woman suffrage. For many reasons few wom- 
en could be depended upon to work for such 
a ticket, and those who did would have no 
perceptible influence. Even when working 
for the regular party nominees, under the 
auspices of the political committees, women 
outside of the states where they have the 
franchise can render no assistance worth 
considering. The safe and sensible thing 
for women without a ballot is to keep out 
of. politics... They might as well go into bat- 
tle without gun or sword. They cannot help 
their cause and they run a great risk of 
hurting it.

Nurses Bast Chance'to Wed. 


The chances of stenographers, typewriters, 
and private secretaries for desirable mar- 
riages are the envy of their less fortunate 
sisters. Even housekeepers often marry em- 
ployers who have been a prize coveted by. 
many; women in their own social set. Now 
the students of these matters come forward 
with the statistics to prove that in the cap- 
ture of a husband the trained nurse leads 
all the rest. Many reasons are given. for 
this fact, but that one is sufficient which 
was expressed by the poet a century ago: 
“When pain and anguish wring the brow, 
a ministering angel thou.” Men always 
have wanted to marry angels—or have 
thought they did. In case of the nurse, the 
white garb and the way she has of hover- 
ing over the patient heightens the illusion. 
She cannot flirt with another fellow and 
torment him, and get angry, and be selfish 
and exacting, and show the unlovely side 
ef her character, as professional ethics’ will - 
not permit it..And then the patient ts at 
leisure; he cannot even get into the mischief 
which Satan holds in reserve for the idle; 
there is no other woman near at hand; his 
iliness has taken the conceit and general 
bumptiousness out of him; his innate desire 
to be waited on and fussed over is gratified; 
and so it is the most natural thing imagin- 
able for him to fall in love with his nurse. 

The greatest aid to marriage is propin- 
quity. If the students of sociology who are 
mourning over the decline of wedlock could 
only devise some means of bringing men 
and women together in a rational and in- 
timate acquaintance, the scale would soon 
tip the other way. This doesnot apply alone 
to the young. but to bachelors and spinsters, 
widowers and widows. Their natural incli- 
nation is to marry, but this is in a great 
measure thwarted by the artificial condi- 
tions of modern life. 


Woman Yields Rule of College. 

Mrs. Leland Stanford has formally trans- 
ferred the great university which bears her 
son's name, with its $30,000,000 endowment, to 
the board of trustees. Thisisa self-perpetu- 
ating body and will have entire control.

talent, and-at the age of 12 made his first 
appearance in public, playing with orches- 
tral accompaniment Hummel!l's Rondo 
Brillante.” He later was graduated at the 
Leipsic conservatory, and afterwards studied 
with Bulow, and made a. concert tour of 
Europe, winning highest encomiums. Return- 
ing to the United States he, in 1871, estab- 
lished the Petersilea Academy of Music in 
Boston,,.and also became the leading piano 
teacher in the New England Conservatory of 
Music. Broken heaith, brought on by over 
work, compelled his retirement from teach- 
ing. and after traveling for a considerable 
period in Europe, he, eleven years ago, re- 
turned to the United States and going to 
California made his home at Los: Angeles. 
One critic in writing of Petersilea's abilities 
says: ‘“** Most artists excel only in some one 
quality of piano playing, some being won- 
derful in technique, others in: scholarship, 
and others in interpretation; but a pianist 
‘Prarely unites in himself, as Petersilea did, 
the consummate artist in all these talents 
‘He possessed the poetic, refined, and highly 
_ftmaginative temperament to render Chopin; 
the nobility of soul, broad intelligence, and 
deep feeling to interpret Beethoven: and the 


superb technique to execute perfectly the | 


works of any composer.” 


Newspaper reports from the far northwest 
tell of distinct. success achieved there re- 
cently by a musical organization to which 
Chicago points with satisfaction—the Spier- 
ing Quartet. Itseems that the Kneisel Quar- 
tet of Boston had been engaged for some five 
concerts, to be given in Seattle, Spokane, 
Portiand, Baker City, and Boise, but that. 
the engagement was canceled by the eastern 
organization and the western promoters of 
the undertaking sent for the Spierings. The 
Kneisels had played there in seasons past arid 
had found immediate favor, but the Chicago 
organization was an unproven quantity.

The papers speak in terms of unqualified 
praise of the work of the four players, and 
record the fact:that after every quartet as 
well as after every solo number recalls were 
given and encores demanded—a record that 
Chicago can scarcely equal. 


The news that Edyth Walker has resigned 
from the Imperial opera at Vienna and will 
visit the United States next season as a 
member of Mr. Conried’s organization means 
that we at last wiil have opportunity to hear 
one of our countrywomen who has made a 
name for herself in Europe, and of whose 
vocal abilities high praise has been spoken.

HIGHER INTEREST RATES. 


Several Loans Made During the Week 
Evidence This Fact—Advance of 
One-Half Per Cent. 


Last week's loan market was interesting as 
evidencing the marked tendency toward 
higher interest rates, as well as from the im- 
portant character of some of the instruments 
made matters of record, | 

In extensions of two large mortgages the 
Northwestern Mutual Life Insurance com- 
pany advanced the interest rates % per cent. 
One was for $80,000, to the Catholic bishop 
of Chicago, for five years, at 44% per cent, and 
covers the Holy Name cathedral property. 
at the northeast corner of North State and 
Superior strdets. The interest rate was ad- 
vanced from 4 per cent, although the princi- 
pal was reduced from $115,000 to $80,000. 

In another extension of a $50,000 loan to 
George W. Spofford and others for five years 
the interest rate was advanced from 4% to 5 
per cent. It is secured by the property at the 
northeast corner of Halsted and Sebor 
streets, 236x208 feet, improved with a row of 
two story store and flat buildings. 

Another notable extension by the same 
company, but without any advance in interest 
rates, was for $50,000, five years, at 5 per cent, 
to Louis C. Huck, secured by the property at 
the northwest corner of La Salle avenue and 
Car! street, with 107x75 feet of ground.

TURKS ON THE WEATHER. 


WHEAT IS AFFECTED BY RAINS 
SOUTHWEST AND NORTHWEST. 


In One Quarter They Will Injure the 
Harvest, in the Other Relieve 
Drought — Close Is Strong — Corn 


Feels Weight of Recent Profit Tak- 


ing Seles, but Rallies from Low 
Point—July Oats Still in Demand— 
Provisions Easier. 


Weather conditions through the country | 
yesterday were of a nature to make the 
wheat trader feel uncertain, and the course 
of the market reflected this certainty. 
There were showers in the southwest, heavy 
in Texas, wlrere the harvest was in progress, 
and where rains would be injurious to the 
quality of the yield. On the other hand there 
were showers in the northwest, where rains 
are needed for spring wheat, a good fall at 
Moorehead, Minn., and good rains in the 
Canadian northwest, while during the ses- 
sion rains were reported in North Dakota 
along the Red River valley. The first im- 
pulse of the market was bullish, opening 
prices showing advances ofabout \%c. Trade 
was light, however, and an estimate of Crop 
Expert Jones that the four principal winter 
wheat states of the southwest, Texas, Okla- 
homa, Kansas, Nebraska, and Missouri, 
would raise 30,000,000 bu more than last year, 
and that the total crop would be 55,000,000 
bu greater than a year ago, started some 
local selling, which broke prices %c under 
be y's’ close. The selling was overdone, 
ers, there was a quick rally, with closing 
prices 4%c better than the day before. The 
September range was from 75%-k%c to 
the close at 74%c bid.. 


Northwest Markets Strong. 

Weakness at St. Louis helped the break 
along, but northwest markets were firm and 
closed stronger. Receipts were moderate, 242 
cars northwest, compared with 274 a year 
ago, and 822,000 bu at primary points, com- 
pared with 422,000 bu last year. Local re- 
ceipts for the week were 100,000 bu less than 
the shipments, and 72,000 bu contract grade 
were expected out of store yesterday. 

Duluth reported no demand for winter 
wheat but a fair demand for old springs, with 
sales of 48,000 bu. The seaboard reported ex- 
port demand dull and no sales. Clearances 
were 245,000 bu. Liverpool prices were 4%-4d 
lower, the decline there on a semi-official es- 
timate that the Russian wheat yield promises 
to surpass that of last year. London was 
lower.

1,311,000 bu, compared with an increase of 
434,000 bu last year.

Corn Close Is Firm. 
‘There was a strong opening in corn on 
rains through Iowa and Nebraska, which 
seemed to be taken as harmful to the grow- 
ing crop, although recent reports from Ne- 
braska claimed rain was beginning to be 
needed. There was a good deal of pressure 
on the market, however, and the heavy sales 
of the last few days had apparently not been 
thoroughly digested. There was a break of 
Ic from top prices, with some stop loss sell- 
ing at the bottom, but after this was over 


the market rallied quickly with wheat, and: 
closed steady to the merest fraction lower 


for the day. July sold from 50\c to 59%c, 
closing at 49%c, and the September range 
was from 50téc to the close at 49%c. 
The early strength was stimulated by the 
liberal cash sales on the break Friday, about 
500,000 bu, but on the early reaction of the 
market the cash demand fell off. On the 
break more business was done, total shipping 
sales for the two days about 900,000 bu. The

One man’s 
guess is as good as another's as to what 
the outcome of the crop will be.”’ 

P, P. Williams, a grain dealer at St. Louls 
with a large trade through southern Illinois | 
and the southeast with millers, who was on 
the floor yesterday, said: ‘“‘ All the reports 
we get from southern Illinois and the south 
are of disappointing wheat returns, and the 
millers, who are usually bearish and short on 
wheat at this time of the year, are asa rule 
bullish and long on the distant futures. Our 
reports indicate a poor yield in Illinois, Ken- 
tucky, Tennessee, and Missouri.’’ 

Kemper of Kansas City writes Fyffe that 
the only damage reports they have in that 
market come from Chicago, adding: ‘“ It be- 
gins to look as if harvest would be nearly 
as early as usual, and from the best advices 
obtainable we believe that the Kansas wheat 
crop will approximate 80,000,000 bu. We ex- 
pect to be handling new wheat in good quan- 
tities by the ist of July in this market.” 

One of the arguments made in favor of the 
long side of wheat is that the general public, 
when it is in the market at all, has, after 
long years of buying wheat and losing the 
carrying charges, been educated to a consid- 
erable extent to playing the short side just 
at the time when the long futures are at 
discounts instead of premiums, with the dif- 
ference in favor of the bulls, not of the 
bears. W. H. Lake touched on this point 
in a letter to a friend in’*the northwest who 
is a believer in lower prices because of the 
spring wheat prospect, as follows: 

“In the first place, if I remember right, 
your market started the advance last fall. 
which some of you have forgotten. One 
reason was the farmers had plenty of money 
in that section; another was there was a 
good demand for flour and the millers pretty 
well controlled the cash wheat. As you 
know, the southwest has had seme terrible 
floods and undoubtedly a great deal of wheat 
has been destroyed. Not only that, but we 
now get complaints of rust. The weather in 
England has been bad and they have light 
stocks. Rugsia, it is said, will :raise less 
than 85 per cent of an average crop; France 
will raise 43,000,000 bu less than last year 
and 20,000,000 bu less than an average crop. 
Not only has Europe light stocks of grain, 
but they are also short the futures. A mer- 
chant said to me two years ago in Liverpool 
that they used to play the long side of the 
market, but now they are playing the short 
side, as it was a cinch, for all they had to 
do was to sell short and wait until the 
current month came around and they could 
usually buy it in at a profit, and this is 


| what they are undoubtedly doing now. Not 


only this, but my own observation shows me 
that friends that I know. who are lawyers, 
hardware men, dry goods men, merchants, 
and men in other walks of life, who a few 
years ago always were long a little wheat, 
are now short or waiting for a spot:to sell 
on, for, as one remarked to me the other day, 
‘only suckers buy.’ ”’

Louis: ‘* The Cranshaw Grain company at 
Charleston, Mo.. wires me that ten crops

Figures on Rainfall. 


More than ordinary interest attaches at 
this time to the subject of rain in both the 
winter and spring wheat sections, and to the 
ficures thereon in the climate and crop bulle- 
tin. as published by the agricultural! depart- 
ment for the term from March.1 to June 15. 
As shown in this report, the seasonal pre- 
cipitation for the period indicated was much 
below the average in the central and west 
gulf states, over a large part of the lake 
region, generally throughout New England, 
| in southern Florida, the upper Missouri val- 
ley, over the western plateau districts, the 
greater part of the north Pacific coast re- 
gion, and in the Sacramento and San Joaquin 
valleys. In the upper Ohio valley, over the 
interior of the middle and south’ Atlantic 
states, in the lower Missouri and upper Mis- 
sissipp! valleys, over the southern Rocky 
mountain districts. and on the central and 
southern California coasts the precipitation 
is in excess of the seasonal average. 
general impression that the last two and a 


half months have been rainy ones in this © 


city, for instance, is not borne out by the 
facts in the case. Norma! rainfall would 
have been 11.2 Inches, but there was a de- 
ficiency of 4.2, giving us but 63 per cent of 
what we should have had. The temperature, 
however, has been so abnormally low, the

I 
had bought a ring and had our initials cut 
in it. But it was all off. I didn’t think so

off, that I got wild and swore to get even. 
Newt Harris mixed in some of these letters. 
He always hated me; when I was just a boy 
I was alone in the house one night when 
somebody came to our henroost.

In Search of Vengeance. 


Mink became of age on the 18th of last 
January, and on the attainment of his ma- 
jority he.came in for about $400 from the 
estate of his mother. This was sent to him 
at Walla Walia, near which he was working 
on a farm. With the money in hand and 
stinging under the ‘influence of the letters, 
he started home for vengeance.

Before starting for home he bought a pistol 
of a new automatic pattern using 4 jacketed 
bullet of 88 caliber, and which at one pull- 
ing of the trigger discharges the seven cart- 
ridges held in its magazine. He reached 
Hannibal on Friday, June 12, and that even- 
ing went to Springfield. Here, in addition to 
the deadly weapon that he had brought with 


him, he bought a repeating rifle of an old, . 


firing a soft bullet of 44 cali- 
ber. From the dealer he bought a broken 
lot of cartridges for each weapon, the lot 
weighing several pounds and kept in two 

partments of a bag used for carrying 

m. The rifle was slung by a strap over 
his shoulder, and when the pistol was ready 
for use it was placed in a holster, hanging 


from a belt at his side. 

Maysville is six miles from Pittsfield and 
on the main line of the railroad; Pittsfield is 
on a spur to the south.

GAINST scientiste and statesmen who 

have been advocating the restriction

are only those which the individual in his 
own judgment of what is right can set up, 
‘end not those which men may place in the 
path by legislative enactment. 
The Rev. John Webster Melody is the de- 
fender. He is a Chicago priest, and his 
of Marriage’’ has just won for him his 
doctor’s degree in the Roman Catholic uni- 
versity at Washington, an honor conferred 
only for the highest merit. In the light of 
these facts, his defense gains additional 


university behind it. 
Dr. Melody defends marriage as a sacra~- 
ment beyond human laws, which cannot be 
‘met with interference from any human 
gource. He is the champion of the feeble 
‘as well as the strong. 

The writer takes as a theme the statement 
‘of Lecky that the future world will give 
| larger consideration to a conviction “ that 

it is a moral offense to bring children into 
the world with no prospect of being able to 
tgupport them.” Much of the distress in the 
‘grorld at present. Mr. Lecky has stated, is 
itraiveabio to neglect of this obligation. 


i Argues Against Restriction. 
| The Rev. Mr. Melody finds in utopian 


works many illustrations of careful consid- 
eration of this subject by the inhabitants of 
‘such mythical lands. Leaving these inviting 
‘realms he finds in actual society of today 
(much this same sentiment of responsibility. 
Jt has been some such sentiment that has 
prompted legislatures in several states to 
‘enact measures for the restriction of mar- 
iriage. It is against these bars that he takes 
‘issue. 

Several conditions in modern society, sev- 
eral tendencies which are observed, fil] the 
Rev. Mr. Melody with concern. Oneof these 
‘fs the tendency towards late marriages. 
| “We do not hesitate to say that there 


mever was a time when it was generally 
thought by civilized parents to be no offense 
to bring children into the world without any 
/prospect of being able to support them,,”” says 
Mr. Melody. “ This ‘ consideration’ occu- 
pes the same place in ethics today that it has 
tn the past, and shall have in the future. 
What we must notice, however, is an exag- 
‘gerated prudence regarding marriage held 
By the youth.’’* 

It is pointed out to be, in the first place, the 
dnalienable right of men and women to marry. 
Christian doctrine, he says, teaches that 
marriage is oneness of heart, that it is the 
blending together in harmony of souls that 
find in such association the full complement 
of thought, inspiration and sentiment other- 
wise held fast in incompleteness or dwarfed 
in unsympathetic lonelinés. 


Man’s Right to Marry. 

Alone, man lives but halfalife. He is en- 
titled to a full life, and legislatures, backed 
by science, are unauthorized to interfere 
with this, says the Rev. Mr. Melody. 

“ The old saying,”’ says Mr. Melody, “‘ that 
husband and wife are to each other as halves 
of a whole is perfectly true. In a profound 
sense man is the pe of woman, as 
woman is of man.”

HICAGO has the prospect of being re- 
nowned in the future as the Canton or 
the Shanghai of the United States. Al- 

> bert Sabarthe of 6047 Lexington ave- 

nue has bégun the raising of silk 
worms, and Chicago silk will probably be 
much finer than anything that China ever 
produced. 

Mr. Sabarthe has now about 3,000 silk 
worms chewing mulberry leaves in his gar- 
ret, and if they produce silk according to the 
number of leaves they eat they ought to. 
turn out enough cocoons to make a million 
yards of silk. Mr. Sabarthe says that the 
silk worms are the most remarkably hungry 
things he ever saw in his life. They eat, 


night. 

Mr. Sabarthe saye his helpers are wearing 
out the stairs tracking up and down with 
oot mulberry leaves for the voracious silk 

ugs. 

Mr. Sabarthe decided some months ago to 
experiment to see whether or not silk worms 
could be successfully raised in this region. 
The department of agriculture furnished him 
with the eggs, and on. May 8 he placed them 
in an incubator, where they were soon 
hatched. A large quantity of white mulberry 
leaves was got ready as soon as the eggs 
were about to hatch. Pleces of paper 
punched full of holes were placed over the 
trays containing the eggs, and as the eggs 
hatched the worms crawied through the 
holes in the paper to get at the mulberry 
leaves above. In crawling through the paper 
they brushed off all particles of the eggs 
that might have caused their death by con- 
striction.. The room in which Mr. Sabarthe 
has his worms are spacious and well lighted 
and kept scrupulously clean and the air 
kept sweet, as is absolutely essential in silk 
worm culture. The air is kept at a tempera- 
ture of sixty-four or close to it. Silk worms 
can be raised in a temperature varying be- 
tween sixty-two and seventy-eight degrees, 
and are much hardier than generally imag- 
ined. In the lower temperature develop- 
meént is slower but the worms are healthier 
and spin bigger cocoons of a better quality 
of silk than the worms hatched at the higher 
temperature. The silk warms after they are 
hatched increase rapidiy in size, and their 
appetite seems to grow with every hour. 

The worms molt four times, and then give

~~ AS HUMAN WIRES. 


Kill Is Conducted by Them 
_ Without Harm, 


WO University df Michigan students 
stood. in a darkened laboratory last 
week holding an electric light bulb 
between them, like a water pail. A 
college professor pulled a lever. The 
electric bulb suddenly lighted the room, 
showing an audience who gazed in amaze- 
ment at a human electric wire—the arms of 
the two students through whom the current 
ran. The students grinned sheepishly at the 
startled looks of the audience. 
Then the professor, Benjamin F. ‘Bailey, 
stepped forward, and by the light of his 
human wire demonstrated how a 500,000 volt 
current of electricity may be made as harm- 
leas and agreeable as a Junebreeze. Indeed, | 
the two students nodded when he stated, as 
his first remark, that the only sensation 
which the boys experienced was a warm 
tingling of the palms of the hands. 
The scientist explained the apparatus 
through which so strong 4 current of elec- 
tricity was made harmless. It was a “step 
up’ transformer. Roughly described, this 
transformer was a box two feet long, one 
foot high, and one foot wide, filled with oil. 
Immersed.in the oil were two coils of heavy 
wire, one of four turne and one-of 200. The 
voltage of the current in the small coil was 
increased thousands of times in passing 
through the larger coil. 


Tremendous Current Harmless. 


from the university dynamo, with 16 amperes 
and 110 volts strength. It passed through 
two “step up” transformers, the first one 
raising it to 5,000 volts, a current destructive 
to human life. Then it was run directly into 
the odd traneformer described. Just what 
influence the oil exerted over the electric fluid 
was not explained, The effect, . however, 
was tremendous.

THIEF TAKERS 
OFTEN VICTIMS. 


Law and Order Officials of Chicago 
Frequently Robbed by Those 


HICAGO criminals have a trait that is 
found in the undegworld in few other 
cities. They seem unable to resist 


law and officials of the courts. 

It was only the other day that one or more 
daring sneak thieves put felonious hands on 
a nest of pigeons on the window sill in Chief 
O'Neill's office in the city hall. When the 
hands were withdrawn the pigeons went with 
them. Even the nest was taken. Yet at 
the time the theft was committed Chief 
O'Neill was sitting in the office with Lieut. 
McWeeny, Detective Wooldridge, and other 
alert and heavily armed policemen. 

But the chief, in being robbed in that bold 
fashion, wor no unique distinction. Other 
guardians of the peace have found it im- 
possible to guard their own property. . 

Justice Doyle, who sits in judgment on 
malefactors in the Desplaines street police 
court each day, has had his pocket picked 
on a street car twice. Bach time he lost his 
watch. Each time Detectives Weiss and 
Mahaney recovered it for him. It developed 
that the man who stole it twice had been sent 
to the bridewell often by Justice Doyle. 

Even Mayor Harrison is not immune. As 
he is the only man who can pardon a prisoner 
in the house of correction and secure his re- 
lease from that institution, it would seem 
that thieves would want his good will so 
much that they would hesitate before rob- 
bing him. Yet he and his agents have often 
had cause to complain to the police that lead 
pipe and other material had beenstolen from 
buildings owned by the Harrison estate.

The vendetta thus established differed from 
the traditional Corsican feud, which demands 
an eye for an eye, a tooth for a tooth, and 
a life for a life, from any member of the 
offender’s family, The Tramonis were in 
duty bound to avenge their father’s death, 
but instead of making war on Brico’s family 
in , they centered all their energies 
on catching him. The government stepped 
in to aid them. | 

Brico became a will o’ the wisp. He was 
here, there, and everywhere, just before the 
Tramonis and the gendarmes. In the moun- 


and the two performed enough deeds of 
valor to establish a saga. 


Not a Popular Bandit. 

Had the government not lent a hand 
Brico’s end might have come sooner than it 
did, for general sympathy was not with him. 
But country folk never have a liking for the 
police and did all they could to thwart them. 
Moreover, they were greatly afraid of the 
two bandits. In the little village of Mola 
they had seen death come mysteriously to 
four persons suspected of having given the 
police news of the outlaws. 

Now and then the gendarmes caught up 
with the two men and there would bea fight, 
and it was the gendarmes who were always 
compelled to retreat. For two years this 
hide and seek game wae kept up, and the list 
of killings to Brico’s credit consisted of the 
four peasants who have been mentioned 
and several gendarmes who attempted to 
catch the men in the mountains, but it was 
two years before the Tramoni family suf- 
fered again. 

The second victim was the eldest son of 
the house, C6me. Brico shot him from be- 
hind and killed him. . 

This so aroused the authorities that th 
arrested the whole Brico family—father, 
mother, uncles, aunts, and cousins—charg- 
ing them with giving aid and comfort to the 
outlaw. | 

Crimes Added to Crimes. 

The day of the trial Brico, just to show 
how he felt about it, shot a Tramoni relative, 
and the day following he shot the gendarme 
who arrested his mother. Thence on mur- 
ders followed in quick succession until the 
Tramoni family was well in the way of be- 
coming extinct. So long as Brico confined 
his attention to them and the police the 
country folk helped him, for to kill both 
was his undoubted right. But in November 
he killed a cartman, whose sole offense was 
to be carrying some household furniture be- 
longing to one of the Tramoni families. 

This was the beginning of the end, and the 
end he brought on himself. His last crime 
turned the whole island against him. He 
went down in the village of Mola a few 
months ago and deliberately shot and killed 
the 7 year old son of the murdered Céme 
Tramoni, who was playing in the streets with 
other children. 

From that day he was hunted by every 
one. His companion, Giovanni, hail been 
killed the year before in an encounter with 
the police. The two persons who still stood 
by him. were his mother and an aunt. On 
May 12 at noon he bid good-by to his mother, 
telling her she would probably never see 
him again. He went to his aunt’s house, in 
a neighboring villlage, and when at night he 
was leaving it to go to the mountains he 
was ambushed and killed. The total list of 
Brico’s victims numbered a round two dozen, 
which is a good record even for a Corsican. 


Can Tell T: ypewriting 


Expert Witnesses Find New Field for 
Thew Testimony. 


T will come as a surprise to many people 
to know that there is a great deal of 
character in typewriting. Were half 
a dozen operators to uge the same ma- 
chine, paper, and actual words, each 

printing off a dozen sheets, and were all these 
to be mixed up indiscriminately, a practiced 
eye could distinguish each operator’s work 
instantly 


In a recent law case, where a lengthy type- 
written document of many sheets was in 
question, it was alleged that one of the pages 
included had been substituted for another 
sheet. Although to a casual eye all the sheets 
seemed to be the work of one hand, experts 


especially between the end of one sentence 
and the beginning of another, and on the 
substitute sheet the new paragraphs began 
in quite a different position on the lines, and 
the letters were shaky instead of upright 
and firm. And the punctuation—the crucial 
test—was wholly different. 

The experts were unable. to trace the per- 
son who had done the bogus typewriting, 
but they agreed that it wasa woman, young, 
and only a beginner at typewriting; that she 
was nervous, not strong, and that her edu- 
cation was only moderately good.

Often she ruins them by pressing down vpon the cuticle, mak- 
ing great dents in the base of the nail and causing the same to 
grow crooked forever afterward. The white spots upon the 
nail are scars caused by the cuticle knife or the orangewood 
stick. 
Again, she abuses her fingers by constant scraping under- 
neath them, utterly spoiling the nail by pressing it outward 
and making it grow wide of the finger. 
If a girl has been guilty of such indiscretion.toward her 
hands as this she can only remedy the evil by cutting the nails 
closely, way down into the flesh, and applying vaseline pro- 
fusely to the finger tips. She must now put on gloves and not 
remove them, any more than necessary, until the nails have 
grown out. This will result in a set of nails that are pinkish 
down to the tips instead of white and ragged. 


| Shape of Hand Is Important. 

But it is more to the shape of the hands that this 
has to do than to the care of them. 

And it begins with hands that are awkward. The hands 
of most people are awkward, and the exception to this is tne 
hand of the piano player, which is usually a graceful hand.

Thin Hands Can Be Plumped. 


Take the woman with hands that are thin, absolutely bony, 
skeletonesque, with knuckles that stick up and veins that stick 
out, and bones that show inside and out.
